I. Welcome Guests and Public Comment: The Chairperson called the meeting to order at 

4:45pm. Azriel commented on the Public Service Commission System Interconnection 

Requirements (SIR) application process through the utility company for solar projects 

and discussed financing either through community aggregation subscribers or through 

investors. 

II. Review and Approval June 2017 Meeting Minutes: Upon motion duly made by 

Commissioner Casey Schwarz and seconded by Commissioner Karen Sullivan, the 

voting commissioners presented unanimously approved the minutes to the June meeting. 

III. Old Business  

1. City CFA Grants: The Chairperson has prepared the application for the Organic 

Waste Plan. If the funding is granted, the City will be working to develop a 

comprehensive strategic plan to achieve several components of an organics waste 

collection plan for Kingston. As part of this project, municipal components will 

include: adopt a waste management strategy for government-hosted and 

permitted events (e.g., parades, festivals, etc.) as well to develop a plan to 

provide organic waste collection and composting in local government buildings. 

For City residents, a plan will be developed to provide compost bins to residents 

(for sale or free) and to plan for and create an organics or yard waste collection 

program. Additionally, funds will be applied to design a local government waste 

audit and track diversion rate over time. Letters of support were approved by 

unanimous acclamation for the foregoing application and the following CFA 

applications as follows:

 b. Green Innovation for Midtown Parking Lots Green Upgrades  

 c. Rondout Riverport Shoreline Stabilization Phase 1                                    

 d. Waterfront Empire State Trail Improvements                    

The six voting Commissioners were evenly split and did not reach a decision 

regarding a letter of support for the for Kingston Point Park Infrastructure 

Improvements Phase 2 grant application due to concerns over whether an item in 



the grant application for mitigation of the flooding in the parking lot was 

consistent with Sea Level Rise Task Force recommendations. The voting 

Commissioners approved the Kingston Point Passenger Boat Landing Design and 

Planning by a 5 to 1 vote. 

2. Unified Solar Permit: Tabled except to note that the permit application is now 

uploaded to the City website. 

3. 65-85 East Strand: Commissioner Emilie Hauser discussed the floodplain with 

regards to this project. The Planning Board asked for more information. The 

project is being looked at by the County. This will be continued for follow up.
